DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of claims 1-30, 43-47, & 49-52 in the 
reply filed on 2/28/06 is acknowledged. Because applicant did 
not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in 
the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Examiner further notes that Applicant has cancelled all 
non-elected claims without prejudice. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 49-52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 49, line 1, claim 50, line 1, claim 51, line 1, 
and claim 52, line 1, the phrase "the image duplication device" 
lacks proper antecedent basis in parent claim 22. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-30 & 43-47 are allowed. 
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5. Claims 49-52 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, 
set forth in this Office action. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: 

Re claims 1, 12, 23, 28, & 43 (and dependent claims 2-11, 
13-22, 24-27, 29-30, 44-47, & 49-52), the art of record does not 
teach or suggest the recited arrangement of halftoning a multi- 
resolution image representation in a wavelet division in which 
multiresolutional coefficients are quantized and error values 
are passed to other multiresolutional coefficients.
